It appears to be a "local 
form” developed by American Embassy Amman, Jordan to faci- 
litate collection of visa data. The design and use of such 
forms was a very common practice followed by many overseas 
posts during the 1950 's.

This is to certify that Cherim Tuovich SOOBTSOKOV, born in 1921, a native 
and a resident of aul (village) Takhtamukay of Adigei Autonomous Region, has 
had previous convictions: 

1. Pursuant to Article 74, he was sentenced in 1937 to three years of 
confinement; he had served the term. 

2. Pursuant to Article 74, he was sentenced in 1939 to two years of 
confinement; he had served the term. 

Besides, he was convicted pursuant to Article 90 of the RSFSR Criminal 
Code. By 1942, Cherim SOOBTSOKOV was registered in the regional militia station 
as having been picked up by the militia 4 times pursuant to Article 74 of the 
Criminal Code; he was detained and was being processed for arrest, but the arrest 
was not processed due to the occupation of the region by the Germans. During the 
approach of the German troops to the aul, SOOBTSOKOV was released from the 
Preliminary Detention Cell.
